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TO RAISE HEALTHY CHICKENS 


Lack 
of Vigor in 
Newly Hatched 


Chicks Is Often Traceable to 


Weakness of Parents. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


To be successful in raising chickens 


it is necessary to have healthy and 
•vigorous breeding stock, for the lack 
of vigor in the newly hatched chicks 
Is often traceable to weak paren'••:. 
Only the most vigorous and the best 
grown birds should be put in the 
breeding yards. 
Each bird should bo 


full of life and energy and free from 
any serious deformity. Yearling hens 
aro usually better than pullets for 
breeders, for the reason that the hens 
«re more mature and do not lay so 
many eggs during the early winter, 
and consequently do not reduce their 
Vitality so much before the breeding 
eeason. Vigorous hens 2 to 4 years 
old 
can 
often 
be advantageously 


retained in the breeding yard.

male bird chosen should be young and 
active. An early hatched, well-devel-

DIPPING CHICKENS FOR LICE 


(Likely to Become More General Than 


Dipping Cattie Because Pest 


Is More Numerous.
